Statistics o f Japan's Fo reig n Trade. 
Washington, July 24.—Consul-Gener­ 
al Mclvor at Kanagawa has forwarded 
to the state department tables showing 
the foreign trade of Japan for 1895. 
The total value of exports w as 668,093,- 
662 and of imports 665,922,895. Of this 
amount the United States is credited 
with 627,554,764 for exports and 64,- 
730,943 for imports. 
The customs du­ 
ties collected were for exports 61,159,- 
281, imports 62,161,809, miscellaneous 
688,045, making a total of 63,409,135. 
During the year 1,863 steamers and 
1,005 sailing vessels entered the .ports 
of Japan from foreign countries.

Any part of any town or towns not less than 
one-halt square mile in area and not included iu 
any village, and all lying in the same county, 
which shall contain a resident population of not 
less than three hundred persons thereon, or any 
part of any town or tow ns not less than one 
mile square and not included in any vi lage.and 
lying in two adjoining counties, and which shall 
contain a resident population of at least four . People who lo o k 
hundred persons to every square mile thereot, I

may, upon compliance with the conditions of w orK 
w Uilt5 
this chapter, become incorporated as a village 
by such name as m aybe designated in the order 
of the court for its incorporation, with the ordi­ 
nary powers of a municipal corpora'ion and 
such as are conferred by these statutes. 
A Care for Irregularities. 
Chapter 92 of the laws of 1881 pro­ 
vided th at villages could not be more 
than one-half a square mile in extent 
and statutes of 1872 and earlier lim ­ 
ited the privilege of incorporation to 
territory in the same county.
